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Council 
hears first 
reading 
of alcohol 
ordinance

Alcohol ordinances are uncharted 
territory for the Irvine City Council, 
but on Monday night City Attorney 
Rodney Davis provided a summary of 
one he has drafted since the vote in 
October to legalize the sale of alcohol 
in Irvine. 

He says he has consulted with state 
organizations that oversee the sale 
of alcohol, and he has looked at the 
ordinances of several other cities the 
approximate size of Irvine, noting that 
the General Assembly has recently 
changed regulations dealing with fourth 
class cities. 

One of the options named in the 
ordinance is the appointment of a local 
alcohol administrator. Davis said his 
first thought was to hire an outside 
attorney, but he has since come to think

Tornado destroys home in Indiana 
while owner visits family in Irvine

Phyllis Rawlins was vis¬ 
iting her parents, Paul and 
Anna Lois Arvin, in Estill 
County when she received 
a call on Sunday afternoon 
that her home in Kokomo, 
Ind., had been destroyed by 
the tornado that ravaged the 
area. 

Her grandson and his wife 
lived in the upstairs level of 
the home that her late hus¬ 
band, Edgar “Eck” Rawlins, 
built a few years ago. 

The grandson was at work, 
but his wife and some friends 
from church were at the 
home. When the storm hit, 
they went to the basement, 
but the wind was so strong 
that the walls caved in, and 
a car that was parked in the 
garage above fell partially 


through. 

The car fell on one of 
the women, and a couple of 
them had broken bones but 
all are expected to recover. 

Family members took 
Phyllis home and delivered 
clothes and other necessi¬ 
ties. 

A brother, Paul “Bird” 
Arvin, also made the trip to 
Kokomo to help his sister sift 
through the rubble that was 
once her home. 

Phyllis desperately wanted 
to recover her late husband’s 
wedding band. 

She told her brother that 
the ring was in a small pouch. 
Bird searched for it a couple 
of hours, then took a break. 
When he went back to his 
search, he found the ring. 

“I had a feeling Id be the

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Veteran surprised by visit 
from Congressman Barr

World War II veteran Jacob Westra was 
surprised by a visit with Congressman Andy 
Barr at Citizen Guaranty Bank on Monday. 

Westra’s daughter, Chi Chi Worsham, 
brought Westra in for what he thought was 
a routine visit to the bank, and Congressman 
Barr arrived shortly thereafter to present him 
with a letter of appreciation and a flag flown 
over the nations capital. 

Westra recently moved to Kentucky from 
Michigan. He turned 95 on Nov. 18. 


A member of the Army, he was one of the 
Remagen Bridgehead Operation who “took 
the Pegasus bridge from the Nazis” and “held 
it for everyone to come through.” 

“They didn’t stand a chance,” said Westra, 
“not with the firepower we had.” 

As a civilian, Westra worked thirty years at 
a machine shop in Michigan that supported 
the aerospace industry. 

For the past seven months, he and his wife 
Nancy have been living in Estill County with 
Chi Chi and her husband, who help take care 
of them. 

“It’s a pleasure to be in Estill County,” said 
Westra, “where there is plenty of fresh air.”

it would be better to 
appoint Irvine Police Chief 
Brad Smith, because he 
already has the training and 
authority to enforce the law. 

Also, Davis said some 
allowances can be made 
by the state for economic 
hardship in cities, which 
allows non-quota licenses 
to be issued to restaurants 
that seat 50 people or more. 
They can sell beer, wine and 
alcohol by the drink as long 
as 70 percent of their sales 
come from food. For larger 
establishments, the percent¬ 
age of food sales required is 
a little lower. 

As far as quota licenses go, 
the number is based on the 
population of Irvine, there¬ 
fore only two package liquor 
licenses can be acquired in 
the city. 

For non-quota businesses, 
packaged beer may be sold 
in convenience stores, gas 
stations and other business¬ 
es that carry at least $5000 in 
merchandise. 

Davis said the ordinance 
proposes an “across the 
board” service fee of 5 per¬ 
cent. 

The ordinance also has a 
provision that prohibits any 
consumption of liquor at a 
packaged liquor store, and 
stores would be required to 
have at least one employee 
trained to spot underage 
drinkers and other problem 
issues. 

Davis said he put the crim¬ 
inal penalty at the maximum 
rate and created specifica¬ 
tions about signage in store 
fronts, which would prohibit 
an excessive number of neon 
signs. 

There will be a dual appli¬ 
cation process for any of 
the liquor licenses, which 


requires application to be 
made with the city first. 
Applicants will undergo a 
background check and the 
application and fee will then 
be forwarded to the state, 
unless there is a legitimate 
reason to deny an applica¬ 
tion. 

Anyone denied an applica¬ 
tion has the right to appeal. 

The second reading of the 
ordinance will be on Dec. 2, 
2013 at 6:00 p.m. in a special 
called meeting. 

In other business, Mayor 
Ernest Farmer reported that 
the star was not damaged as 
badly as first thought and 
is now lit. He also report¬ 
ed that the turnout for the 
Kentucky River Water Trail 
Alliance Fall Conference 
and Light Up the Rivertown 
events were well attended. 

Councilwoman Janice 
Bush said she has had 
numerous requests to ask 
the council about assistance 
with funerals, and Irvine 
Police Chief Brad Smith 
said the police department 
is happy to assist as long as 
they have 30 minutes notice 
before the funeral. 

Regarding the nuisance 
ordinance against the apart¬ 
ments at Bertha Wallace 
Drive, Davis said the owner 
said shed been given a stop 
work order by the state and 
he had not been able to reach 
them to verify. 

Councilman Tommy 
“Tobo” Bryant said the Twin 
City Kruzers signed in 72 
cars at their last cruise-in 
and were able to purchase 
nearly $1000 in toys for Toys 
for Tots with the monies 
raised. 

Irvine City Clerk Robin 
Sewell said a privilege license 
was requested for More 
Country 104 to open a radio 
station at 177 Broadway. 

The next regularly sched¬ 
uled meeting is at 7 p.m. on 
Dec. 9.

Former Casa owner faces 50 cases 
of identity theft

The former owner of the Casa Habernero Mexican restau¬ 
rant in Irvine was arrested by Boyle County deputies during 
a routine traffic stop on Tuesday, Nov. 19, according to the 
Danville Advocate Messenger. 

Using the alias Antonio Trevino, as most Irvine residents 
knew him, Juan Martinez Rodriguez, 54, was arrested while 
driving with a suspended license in Boyle County. 

When Trevino showed a Texas drivers license but gave an 
Irvine, Ky., address, deputies became suspicious, said Boyle 
County Sheriff Marty Elliott. 

After Trevino was taken to the Boyle County Detention 
Center to be fingerprinted, the officers learned that his name 
is Rodriguez, and he is believed to be involved in more than 
50 identity theft cases and in the United States illegally. 

Irvine Police Chief Brad Smith confirmed that Rodriguez 
was the former owner of Casa Habernero, 

“We have had no criminal occasion to deal with him,” said 
Smith. 




Juan Martinez Rodriguez, better known to Estill Countians as 
Antonio “Tony” Trevino, was former owner of the Casa Habanero 
Restaurant in Irvine. 

He did say that Trevinos doors had been locked for alleged 
tax evasion, and he had vacated the county. 

The U.S. Immigration and Customs Enforcement Agency 
had been notified of Rodriguezs location, and he was being 
kept in custody until they arrived.

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Estill United meets to discuss 
merger of three governments

A meeting was held Tuesday evening 
in the courthouse to discuss a plan to 
study the feasibility of combining Irvine, 
Ravenna and county governments. 

Ralph Martin moderated the meeting 
and said that by discussing the pros and 
cons of merging, he means no disrespect 
to any of the councils or mayors. 

“We just want to see if its good for 
Estill County or not,” he said. 

Beverly Thompson, former mayor of 
Ravenna , spoke at the meeting and 
said she had grown up in Irvine and 
Ravenna, and she has seen them both 
“deteriorate,” with the closing of many 
stores. 

“People are building in the county, so 
they don’t have to pay double (city and 
county) taxes,” said Thompson. 

“I love Irvine, Ravenna and Estill 
County,” she went on to say. 

Both Martin and Thompson empha¬ 
sized attrition and said they want to 
make sure no one loses their job. 


The goal of Estill United is to study 
the effectiveness of combining local 
governments and services such as law 
enforcement, emergency services and 
garbage pick-up. 

“Change scares a lot of people, but 
sometimes it is the smarter choice,” said 
Thompson. 

Irvine Mayor Ernest Farmer said the 
problem of doing away with double 
taxation, is that the revenue cannot go 
away. 

“If the tax goes away, services go 
away,” he said. 

According to KRS 67.832, the pro¬ 
cess to begin a formal study is for five 
qualified voters to form a committee by 
signing an affidavit before the county 
clerk, then the committee circulates a 
petition. 

If enough signatures are collected, 
based on certain percentages of voters 
in the county and in the city, the issue of 
the feasibility study would go to ballot 
and the public can vote on whether or 
not they want the study done. 

If the vote were to pass, the county 
judge would have to appoint a commis¬ 


sion to do the study. The commission 
would be chosen based on the popula¬ 
tions of the county and both cities, in 
this case, 55 percent of those on the 
commission would be from the county, 
and the other 45 percent would come 
from Irvine and Ravenna. 

The commission would have four 
years to search out the pros and cons of 
merging the governments. 

Rodney Davis, who said he was speak¬ 
ing as a citizen and not as county or city 
attorney, said Estill County isn’t the 
only community which has looked into 
mergers. 

He suggested the group conduct an 
informal study first, or a pre-study, of 
the counties and cities who have already 
looked at the issue. 

He pointed out that several cities who 
looked into merging governments did 
not find the idea feasible. 

The meeting ended with Davis being 
unofficially appointed to find some of 
those studies for interested citizens to 
peruse. 

A second meeting will be announced 
in about a month.

The school board met on 
Thursday night and approved 
a resolution which states that 
a “lack of adequate funding 
has caused the Estill County 
School District and districts 
across the Commonwealth to 
make significant cuts to their 
budget.” 

Many districts have been 
compelled to increase prop¬ 
erty taxes, but Estill County 
residents opposed the recent 
proposed local rate increases 
and recalled the “nickel tax.” 

The resolution asks the 
Kentucky General Assembly 
and Governor Steve Beshear 
to fully fund the state’s edu¬ 
cational requirements as 
specified in Senate Bill 1, now 
called “Unbridled Learning.” 

The school board also 


approved the purchase of 
“Literacy by Design,” a cur¬ 
riculum for K-5 which assists 
teachers in instructing across 
all achievement levels. The 
curriculum was approved at 
a cost of $147,420. 

Randall Christopher 
reported that construction is 
coming along on the high 
school renovation project. 
He said the gutters will go up 
next, and the paint has come 
in and is ready to be applied 
when the weather is suitable. 
He also said the locker and 
restroom projects are mostly 
done. 

Some personnel actions 
were made, including the hir¬ 
ing of Larry Bellamy, Jackie 
Griffin, April Riddell, Crystal 
Rogers, Sharon Rogers and 
Tiffany Rose as bus assistants. 
Darlene Young was hired as a 
cook at West Irvine. 


Mary Muncy was hired as 
a substitute bus driver, and 
Kathryn Taylor and Shonda 
Thomas were hired as substi¬ 
tute teachers. Alyssa Weekley 
was hired as a co-op student. 

Clay Baber, Shane

The Perfect Storm

While the economy may be 
showing signs of improvement, 
food banks across the nation con¬ 
tinue to see unprecedented need. 
Now, as a result of the Nov. 1 
cut to SNAP benefits, 47 million 
Americans just saw a decrease 
in their monthly food assistance, 
and food banks are bracing 
for even higher need as more 
families turn to food banks more 
often to make up the shortfall. 

At the same time that demand 
increased, the cost of doing busi¬ 
ness for food banks increased in 
recent years, creating a perfect 
storm for hunger-relief charities. 

Grocery prices grew 7.4 per¬ 
cent in the last two years, and 
gas prices rose 30.5 percent over 
that period. Rising food and fuel 
make it harder for food banks to 
purchase and distribute enough 
food for their clients. 

The fact that federal food bank 


support through The Emergency 
Food Assistance Program 
(TEFAP) also declined over this 
period has only made things 
harder for hunger-relief charities. 
At God’s Pantry Food Bank, we 
could not provide current levels 
of food assistance without sup¬ 
port from TEFAP, which provides 
nutritious commodities for distri¬ 
bution through emergency feed¬ 
ing agencies. 

TEFAP commodities declined 
nearly 30 percent in FY2011, 
leading to 40 to 50 percent 
decline in TEFAP deliveries 
to food banks in 2012. While 
TEFAP deliveries were up in 
2013, TEFAP is expected to 
decline again in 2014 by a pro¬ 
jected 25 percent. Food banks 
also saw a cut to already meager 
TEFAP storage and distribution 
funding this year due to sequester 
cuts, resulting in fewer resources 


for transporting food to those in 
need. 

That is why we are so pleased 
that the House farm bill recog¬ 
nized the heightened need at 
food banks nationwide by includ¬ 
ing an additional $300 million in 
TEFAP commodities. But wel¬ 
come though it is, this increase 
is not enough to make up for the 
TEFAP declines we have experi¬ 
enced in recent years, let alone 
the increased demand that will 
be created by the cuts to SNAP 
included in the same bill. 

I doubt that our food bank 
will be able to meet the increased 
demand created by the SNAP 
cuts that just went into effect in 
November, but I can absolutely 
guarantee that we will not be 
able to meet the need if Congress 
goes through with additional cuts 
to the Supplemental Nutrition 
Assistance Program (SNAP) pro¬ 
posed in the farm bill. 

Together the enacted and pro¬ 
posed SNAP cuts would result in 
3.4 billion lost meals for hungry 
families in 2014 alone, which is 
more than the meal distribution 


of the entire network of Feeding 
America food banks nationwide. 
Food banks would have to double 
our annual distribution to make 
up the lost SNAP benefits, and 
that is simply not possible. 

God’s Pantry Food Bank is 
doing its best to help struggling 
families in our community, but 
we cannot do it alone. We rely 
on the generous support of our 
many volunteers and donors, and 
we count on the federal govern¬ 
ment to do its part by funding 
critical programs like TEFAP and 
SNAP. 

This holiday, in addition to 
volunteering and donations, there 
is another important way you 
can help needy families in our 
community. Tell our members 
of Congress to protect hunger- 
relief programs in the farm bill. 
Congress is expected to vote on a 
final farm bill before Christmas. 
The best gift we could make to 
needy families this holiday is to 
make sure food banks and SNAP 
have the resources to alleviate 
hunger all year long.

Small Business Saturday

Gallup did a survey this summer. It asked 
people how much confidence they had in 
various institutions. According to the survey, 
36 percent said they trusted the presidency 
a great deal or quite a bit, compared with 22 
percent who expressed confidence in big busi¬ 
ness, 20 who believed in organized labor and 
10 percent who trusted Congress. 

Small business, on the other hand, came 
in second with 65 percent of those surveyed 
saying it was trustworthy. The military, not 
surprisingly, was No. 1. 

While politicians have squabbled and Wall 
Street businesses have slashed jobs, Main 
Street has endured. Some small-business own¬ 
ers, instead of laying people off, have cut their 
own salaries to keep their full complement of 
employees. Others have dipped into savings 
or taken out second mortgages to keep their 
doors open or to avoid cutting back employee 
hours. 

These are no small feats, but they largely 
go without acknowledgement or recognition. 
So when an opportunity to thank these men 
and women for their daily sacrifices arises, we 
should take it.

Winter care for strawberry plants

One of the last garden 
chores of the season is pre¬ 
paring our strawberry plants 
for winter. Strawberry plants 
have already set their buds 
for next springs flowers and 
the crop can be lost unless 
you protect them from harsh 
winter conditions. 

A fully dormant strawber¬ 
ry plants flower buds can 
be damaged at temperatures 
below 15 degrees Fahrenheit. 
In addition to flower bud 
damage, the alternate freez¬ 
ing and thawing of the soil 
that commonly occurs in 
winter and early spring can 
cause plant roots to break 
and the plants to be heaved 
right out of the ground. 

Mulching strawberry 
plants will insulate them 
from extreme low tempera¬ 
tures, minimize soil heav¬ 
ing and decrease excessive 
drying (desiccation) of the 


plant crowns. But be sure 
to wait until plants are dor¬ 
mant before you pile on the 
mulch. Applying mulch too 
early can cause the crown of 
the plant to rot. Plants should 
be mulched before the tem¬ 
perature drops below 20 
degrees Fahrenheit, usually 
by late November or early 
December. 

Several materials can 
be used for winter mulch, 
including clean (weed-free) 
straw, chopped cornstalks, 
hay, corncobs or bark chips. 
Tree leaves and grass clip¬ 
pings are not recommended, 
since they tend to mat down 
and smother the plants. 
About 2-3 inches of mulch, 
after settling, should provide 
adequate protection. This is a 
great use for those fall deco¬ 
rator straw bales. 

Put a note on your gar¬ 
den calendar to uncover 
the plants in spring as new 
growth begins. Rake off most 
of the mulch as soon as the 
first new leaves develop. The 
new growth will probably 
look a little yellow at first 
but will green up with expo¬ 
sure to light. Rake the mulch 
between the rows to provide 
weed control and a source of 
emergency cover in case frost 
threatens. Mulching around 
the plants will also help keep 
the berries clean.

TIMES PAST 


The following is continued from a piece 
which ran in the Nov. 21 issue of the Citizen 
Voice & Times. It is part of Chapter 2 of 
Hallie Johnstones book History of Estill 
County. 

City of Ravenna 

The land on which the City of Ravenna 
and the Louisville and Nashville Railroad 
yards are now located had for several gen¬ 
erations been in the estates of the Cockrell 
and Park pioneer families, whose progeni¬ 
tors had bartered with the native Indians 
for ownership. At the time it was pur¬ 
chased by the L&N Railroad, it was owned 
by Misses Amanda and Bessie Cockrell 
and Mr. Frank M. and Lou Park. 

A holding company, Ravenna Realty 
Company, was incorporated December 
27, 1915, with John D. Sawyer, president 
and his wife, Mrs. Kate Hudson Sawyer, 
secretary. Hon. Robert R. Friend, an Irvine 
attorney acting as trustee for the company, 
had promoted the deal. 

The Ravenna Realty Company had been 
solely formed for the disposition of the 
property acquired by the company, and 
was sold in lots to the employees of the 
railroad for use in constructing homes 
and business places. The company com¬ 
pleted the sale of its real estate in 1930 and 
ceased to exist. Mrs. Sawyer is credited 
with the naming of the Ravenna Realty 
Company and the city. 

Among the early businesses were a coun¬ 
try store operated by B. Tipton, selling dry 
goods, groceries, hardware, and sundries; 
a furniture store operated by W.S. Yaden, 
Harold and Chester Smith in a three story 
frame building on the corner of Main and 
8th Streets, a modern grocery operated 
by G. Hackworth, and a clothing store, 
Hatfields, operated by Guy Hatfield. 

At the January 1921 term of Estill Circuit 
Court, Ravenna was incorporated as a 
sixth class city, G. Hackworth was the first 
Police Judge. Trustees were W.C. Robbins, 
W.J. McLemore, W.S. Yaden, C.H. Smith, 
A.S. Marshall, Dudley Webb, and Mac 
Richardson was Assessor. At their first 
meeting, Dr. E.S. Caywood was selected 
as clerk. In November 1921, S.A. Hume, 
Roy Agee, William Ballard, C.H. Smith, 
J.C. Powell and Dr. Caywood, clerk, were 
elected to serve two years. 

The first census was taken on December 
12,1923, by William Ballard, appointed by 
the city council. Mr. Ballard reported the 
names of 1,245 citizens, Ravenna was then 
advanced to the status of a fifth class city 
by the 1924 session of the Kentucky State 
Legislature. 

From the date of incorporation the city 
grew and progressed. From its very begin¬ 
ning Ravenna was classed as a city of 
culture. Early in its history the L&N Band 
was organized and directed by Mr. Boyd 
Smith. This band gave concerts and pro¬ 


moted the social life of the community, 
providing music on special occasions in 
both Ravenna and Irvine. 

The city boasts of excellent water, gas, 
and electrical facilities, concrete steps, a 
well equipped grade school, six churches, 
a volunteer fire department, and its own 
television co-op. 

Chamberlain Branch which has its 
source from Owl Hollow, forms the west¬ 
ern boundary of Ravenna. 

Irvine and Ravenna are so closely con¬ 
nected, both physically and economically, 
they are called “Twin Cities” Like the 
“Siamese Twins,” they stick together so 
closely, a traveler scarcely knows when he 
leaves Irvine and enters Ravenna. 

Dominating Ravenna from its high¬ 
lands is a range of mountains, foothills of 
the Daniel Boone National Forest, which 
augment its beauty. Among the trees are 
hemlocks, pine, red oak, sugar maple, 
sour gum and dogwood. Beneath the 
canopy of the trees is an extremely varied 
virgin flora of wild flowers and shrubs and 
as a final touch of natural beauty, there is 
a fairyland of mosses. This forest also pro¬ 
vides hunting opportunities, prevents soil 
erosion and contributes to the absorption 
of rainfall and the control of run-off. 

Paralleling the growth of Ravenna was 
the development of the railroad which had 
its focal point when the L&N shops served 
locomotives of coal trains from Eastern 
Kentucky. When the line turned to diesel 
engines, the importance of Ravenna shops 
faded, and many families were trans¬ 
ferred. 

This caused a decline in the towns 
economy. However, there was no decline 
in the hearts of the citizenship which 
remains. Ravenna is a well operated city, 
with citizens who work tirelessly to keep 
it healthful and progressive. 

Ravenna is one of the smallest cities 
in Kentucky to boast a National Guard 
unit. Its personnel is made up of men of 
Ravenna, Irvine and Estill County. It has 
won its share of honors. One of its number 
from Ravenna, Lindy Yeager, was selected 
to attend West Point where he graduated 
with high honors. 

Company H is a part of the 149th 
Infantry which is designated as a regi¬ 
mental combat team. During the Second 
World War the regiment served ably as 
part of the 38th Division in the Pacific 
Theatre. This division had the unique 
honor of being one of those selected to 
avenge Bataan and it now has a shoulder 
patch designating it as the “Avengers of 
Bataan.” Company H, which can trace its 
history back nearly two hundred years, 
and was organized at Ravenna by Captain 
M.T. Bach in 1932. The armory was con¬ 
structed in 1934 and dedicated in his 
memory as Bach Hall. 

A playground for small children is 


maintained by the Veterans of Foreign 
Wars, which has a post in Ravenna. The 
playground is open to everyone. An out¬ 
door grill is provided on the playground 
with tables and benches for picnics. 

A delightful surprise greeted the citi¬ 
zens of Ravenna when they opened their 
mail on January 17, 1973 and found The 
Citizen Voice, a new weekly newspaper 
published by the Hatfields right in their 
midst. This created quite a stir among 
the citizens and congratulations were in 
order. 

TORNADO 

On June 9, 1961, a tornado struck 
Ravenna. More than fifty persons were 
injured by the tornado and several fami¬ 
lies were left homeless. The estimate of the 
damages was $1,000,000. 

The tornado did some of its worst 
damage to the business section. The busi¬ 
ness places worst hit were the grocery of 
Francis Brakefield, Ralph Flynns Paper 
and Paint Shop, and Bobs Supermarket, 
owned and operated by Bob Welch. 

A near-tragedy occurred when the twist¬ 
er struck the Christian Church and left it 
in rubble. Twenty-two children attending 
a Vacation Bible School music class in 
the sanctuary were trapped in the debris. 
Some were injured, but none killed. Mrs. 
Charles Riggs, wife of the pastor, was play¬ 
ing the piano when the building began 
to give way. Shocked, but with a great 
presence of mind, she had the children lie 
down on the floor just seconds before the 
roof fell. All that saved the children was 
that the roof came to rest on the pews after 
the tornado collapsed the walls. 

Residential damage was at its worst 
on Elm Street, a block north of the busi¬ 
ness district, at the homes of Boyd Smith, 
Mrs. E.H. Caywood, Mrs. Sue Wilcoxin, 
W.O. Jesse, E.D. Strong, and the Christian 
Church parsonage. Mrs. Boyd Smith had 
a narrow escape when she stepped out 
of the bathtub just as the bathroom wall 
caved in, turning over the tub. 

Mrs. C.H. Hood was seriously injured; 
Mrs. Hood lived in an upstairs apartment, 
which was in the path of the tornado. In 
trying to make her escape, she stepped 
into open space where the stairway plat¬ 
form had been, and fell some fourteen feet 
to the street. 

Gerald Dozier, who operated a hot dog 
and popcorn stand, was pinned in by 
falling timber and suffered from shock 
and permanent injuries. Susan Hardy sus¬ 
tained a broken hip and other permanent 
injuries while in the Ravenna Christian 
Church. 

Most of the damage was concentrated in 
a four-block section. The twister crossed 
the L&N s huge Ravenna yards, lifting the 
roof from the roadhouse, and ripping a 
walking bridge from its piers. Rail service 


was interrupted when the bridge fell. Two 
gondolas were destroyed by its fall. 

The tornado was termed a major disas¬ 
ter by Governor Bert Combs, and the State 
Disaster Plan was put into effect to aid in 
clearing the debris caused by the tornado. 
The city set up its own civil-defense orga¬ 
nization with Dr. William Wise, a veteri¬ 
narian, in charge. Crews from four coun¬ 
ties assisted in clearing the streets and 
yards. The department of State Highways 
had fifty men and twenty pieces of equip¬ 
ment at work. The units of the Kentucky 
National Guard and State Police patrolled 
the streets and kept spectators out of the 
area. State Police had check points set 
up on all roads leading into Irvine and 
Ravenna. Only authorized persons and 
residents were admitted to the disaster 
area. The Red Cross set up a canteen pro¬ 
viding food for the victims. Other units 
taking part in the disaster plan included 
the Ravenna Civil Air Patrol, the Army 
Reserve, state agencies and individuals 
from throughout the community. 

That courage that comes to man in 
the wake of disaster has been thoroughly 
demonstrated in Ravenna by the victims 
of the tornado. They went right to work 
at once rebuilding, painting and repair¬ 
ing, and in a short time most of the evi¬ 
dence of the damage had been removed. 
Lack of space limits the mention of many 
complimentary remarks, concerning this 
wide-awake city and its people, who have 
weathered the loss of railroad business 
and recovered from the effects of the tor¬ 
nado with flying colors. 

WISEMANT0WN 

Wisemantown, one of the oldest settle¬ 
ments in Estill County, was a thriving vil¬ 
lage during pioneer days. It was named in 
honor of Abner and Jake Wiseman, broth¬ 
ers and early settlers. They owned several 
hundred acres in that area, including what 
is now Pea Ridge. Abner farmed and 
planted a number of acres of his land in 
apple and peach trees. For many years his 
orchard supplied the settlers with fruit. 

He erected a large comfortable three- 
story log dwelling of twelve rooms divided 
by a “dogtrot”, a fashion of the day, and 
kept summer boarders. People came and 
spent the summer, drinking of the sulphur 
and chalybeate water from the several 
springs on the property. Abner located his 
distillery near the springs and made bran¬ 
dy of his fruit. It is presumed the boarders 
enjoyed a nip now and then. This summer 
resort was so famous that the Wisemans 
could not accommodate the many visitors 
with room but always provided a bounti¬ 
ful table. Several neighbors opened their 
homes for the overflow.

Thanksgiving is this week and many 
of us are dreaming of the wonderful and 
bountiful amounts of food we are about 
to consume or already have. However, 
for those that have to prepare these 
meals it is a time of stress. 

Thanksgivings main dish usually 
always requires turkey. How we chose 
to cook this turkey varies from person 
to person, some bake and some fry. 
No matter how you choose to fix your 
turkey here are safety tips to keep your 
Thanksgiving a happy holiday. 

General 
Turkey Safety 

Thaw the frozen turkey in the refrigera¬ 
tor. Allow one day for each five pounds of 
turkey. A twenty-pound turkey will take 
about four days to thaw. Hint: Remove 
neck & giblets from inside the bird as 
soon as possible to hasten thawing. 

Do not thaw on the kitchen counter. 
If you do not have time to thaw in the 
refrigerator, you may thaw it in cold 
water, provided that the turkey is in a 
leak-proof packaging, it is submerged, 
and the water is changed every half- 
hour. Allow 30 minutes per pound of 
turkey to thaw in cold water. 

Cook fresh turkeys within two days, 
thawed ones within four days. 

Wash your hands with hot, soapy water 
before and after handling raw poultry. 
Wash all knives, cutting boards and uten¬ 
sils also after using for raw poultry. 

Read and follow the cooking direc¬ 
tions on the label. Cook turkey until it 
is done (165°F). Do not slow cook over¬ 
night at low temperatures or partially 
cook. Some turkeys come with pop-up 
thermometers. They are to be used only 
as a guide to doneness. Take temperature 
with a meat thermometer to be sure the 
temperature is over 165°F. 

Stuffing should not be prepared a day 
ahead and the turkey should not be 
stuffed until ready to cook. A quicker, 
safer method is to cook the stuffing 
separately in a casserole, using some of 
the pan juices to flavor and moisten the 


stuffing. 

Eat the meal as soon as it is prepared. 
Do not leave leftovers out on the counter 
or table after dinner. Cut the meat off the 
bones and put it in shallow containers in 
the refrigerator. 

Reheat all leftovers to 165°F. (Use your 
meat thermometer.) Gravy should be 
brought to a rolling boil. 

Turkey Frying Safety 

Turkey fryers should always be used 
outdoors a safe distance from buildings 
and any other material that can burn. 

Never use turkey fryers on wooden 
decks or in garages. 

Make sure the fryers are used on a flat 
surface to reduce accidental tipping. 

Never leave the fryer unattended. Most 
units do not have thermostat controls. If 
you don’t watch the fryer carefully, the 
oil will continue to heat until it catches 
fire. 

Never let children or pets near the 
fryer when in use. Even after use, never 
allow children or pets near the turkey 
fryer. The oil inside the cooking pot can 
remain dangerously hot, hours after use. 

To avoid oil spillover, do not overfill 
the fryer. 

Use well-insulated potholders or oven 
mitts when touching pot or lid handles. 
If possible, wear safety goggles to protect 
your eyes from oil splatter. 

Make sure the turkey is completely 
thawed and be careful with marinades. 
Oil and water don’t mix, and water causes 
oil to spill over, causing a fire or even an 
explosion hazard. 

The National Turkey Federation rec¬ 
ommends refrigerator thawing and to 
allow approximately 24 hours for every 
five pounds of bird thawed in the refrig¬ 
erator. 

Keep an all-purpose fire extinguisher 
nearby. Never use water to extinguish a 
grease fire. Remember to use your best 
judgment when attempting to fight a 
fire. If the fire is manageable, use an 
all-purpose fire extinguisher. If the fire 
increases, immediately call 911 for help.

Cooking with a Pressure Cooker 


At the end of a busy day, 
many of us would love to 
quickly produce a tasty, nutri¬ 
tious, home-cooked meal with 
minimal effort. One way you 
can achieve this is by utilizing 
an electric pressure cooker. 

Some of you may be hesi¬ 
tant about using a pressure 
cooker, either because you’re 
not familiar with them or 
have heard horror stories 
from your mother or grand¬ 
mother about pressure cook¬ 
ers exploding and the cooker 
and its contents flying across 
the room. As long as you 
correctly follow the manu¬ 
facturer’s operating instruc¬ 
tions for the cooker, you can 
cook most foods very safe¬ 
ly. Today’s pressure cookers 
include more safety release 
valves and interlocking lids, 
which makes them safer than 


older models. Electric pres¬ 
sure cookers have their own 
heat sources that are automat¬ 
ically regulated to maintain 
the desired pressure. 

In an electric pressure 
cooker, foods cook three to 
10 times faster compared to 
conventional cooking meth¬ 
ods because the cooker does 
not allow air and liquids to 
escape the container below a 
pre-set pressure. As the pres¬ 
sure builds, the temperature 
inside the cooker rises above 
the normal boiling point. 

This not only helps the food 
cook quickly, but it helps food 
retain nutrients and requires 
less water to prepare items. 
It also results in less energy 
used to prepare foods. You 
can cook multiple foods at 
the same time, which saves in 
dirty dishes and time. 


In addition to following 
the manufacturer’s directions, 
never fill a pressure cooker 
more than two-thirds full or 
more than halfway full for 
soups and stews. Realize that 
the hotter the food or liquid 
is going into the cooker, the 
quicker it will cook. Brown 
meat or poultry before put¬ 
ting them into the pressure 
cooker for best results. 

Generally, foods that 
expand as a result of foaming 
and frothing, such as apple¬ 
sauce, cranberries, rhubarb, 
cereals, pastas, split peas and 
dried soups mixes, should 
not be cooked in a pressure 
cooker. 

Cleaning methods will vary 
depending upon the type of 
pressure cooker you have. 
Follow manufacturer’s guide¬ 
lines for cleaning. 


Store pressure cookers in 
a cool, dry place with the lid 
inverted on the body. Failing 
to do so can result in unpleas¬ 
ant odors and cause wear and 
tear on the lid’s seal. 

Remember you should not 
try to use a pressure cooker as 
a pressure canner to preserve 
food. The quick come-up and 
cool-down times may not be 
long enough to kill all harm¬ 
ful microorganisms, which 
can cause foodborne illness¬ 
es from eating the canned 
foods.

Transportation Cabinet sets snow and ice removal 
priorities for 2013-14 winter season in Estill County 


The Kentucky Transportation Cabinet’s Department of 
Highways has established priority routes for snow and ice 
removal for the upcoming winter season in Estill County. 

The Department of Highways is responsible for keeping 
approximately 155 miles of state-maintained roadway in Estill 
County passable in inclement weather. It sets snow removal 
priorities according to the amount and nature of traffic on the 
routes within each individual county. Priority A routes include 
major through routes and are those most heavily traveled. 
Priority B routes include other important, but lesser traveled, 
routes in the county. Other roads fall into Priority C. 

In Estill County, Priority A highways are KY 52, KY 82, KY 
1571, KY 1645 and portions of KY 89 and KY 499. 

“We have already had an accumulating snow this month, 
although it didn’t impact travel conditions,” said Corbett 
Caudill, chief district engineer for the Department of Highways 
District 10. “Forecasters are calling for more snow and cold 
weather for this winter than we’ve had in years past. The 
Transportation Cabinet recognizes how important roadway 
conditions are to Kentucky motorists. We are dedicated to 
keeping state highways clear and safe for travel. Our snow 
removal crews will work long, hard hours during the winter to 
keep our highways passable.” 

“We ask drivers to be patient during snow removal opera¬ 
tions,” Caudill added. “Drivers should slow down, keep an 
eye out for snowplows, and remember to buckle up to ensure 
their safety. Our crews will work as fast as they can to clear the 
highways.”

He returned to the farm and has raised hogs since the 60s.

Taylor was born to Charlie and Ollie Brandenburg Taylor 
and was the oldest of 11 children. He was drafted in 1945 and 
served in Japan during WWII as a tug boat captain. 

He worked as a tenant farmer, then for Ashland Oil Refinery, 
before he and his wife bought a country store in the early 
1950s. 

Taylor has grown many different crops over the years, and

WHAT IS A 
FATHER?

You can’t find 
a kinder, sweeter or more lov¬ 
ing man anywhere. He is the 
birth father to three children, 
but he is a father to six. Like 
me, my brother-in-law and 
sister-in-law both also lost 
their fathers at a young age, so 
my father-n-law was not only 
a father of three birth chil¬ 
dren, he was a father to his 
son-in-law and two daugh¬ 
ters-in-law. He has always 
been there for his whole fam¬ 
ily, not only his children and 
their spouses, but his seven 
grandchildren and nine great 
grandchildren. 

I have so many good mem¬ 
ories of Gene over the years. 
The thing that makes me smile 
the most is the love he has for 
his grandchildren. From the 
time the first one was born 
37 years ago, he spent many 
hours playing with them 
when they were children and 
continues to do so with the 
youngest of the great-grand¬ 
children. A very common 
sight over the years would be 
to see him in the floor chasing 
them around the living room 
or riding them on his back. 
He loves playing with them 
outside and watching them 
ride their bikes for the first 
time or trying their luck on 
a mini bike. He enjoys pull¬ 
ing them in a wagon or toy 
and taking them for rides on 
his tractor. He is never too 
busy to stop and play with his 
grandbabies. 

Gene retired from Bundy 
Tubing in 1991. He bought 
a boat that year and every 
Friday that summer he would 
take me, my sisters-in-law 
and the grandkids to Cave 
Run Lake. He had bought 
an old yellow dodge camper/ 
van to pull the boat and we 
would all pile in the back of 


that van and off we would 
go. He would drop us off at 
Zippo Beach and then take 
the boat to the nearest dock. 
He would drive around to the 
beach in the boat and pick 
up the grandkids a couple at 
a time and take them boat 
riding. The kids loved it! We 
would take a break a lunch 
for the picnic that we had pre¬ 
pared and then after lunch- 
-back at it again. It was so 
much fun! 

He has helped all us kids 
either remodel or build our 
homes. He has so much 
patience. When we were 
building our house, Raymond 
would leave for work early 
and Gene would come up 


around 8:00 and we would 
work on the house. He taught 
me to hammer and saw and 
measure and do about any¬ 
thing I could do to get our 
house built. He never lost his 
patience and showed up every 
day with a smile on his face. 
He used to tease Raymond 
about how he couldn’t under¬ 
stand how he and I could 
work all day on the house 


and get along perfectly well, 
but when Raymond got home 
from work to help, we would 
be mad at each other within 
an hour! I guess that is the 
difference in being the hus¬ 
band and being the father. 

Gene spent countless hours 
cutting trees on the farm so 
we could all have the lumber 
to build our homes. He built 
all of our kitchen cabinets 
and he made them from the 
lumber on the farm. Not only 
are they beautiful, but they 
are so special because they 
were built with the love of his 
hands. 

If we found ourselves with 
car trouble or even running 
out of gas, we knew we could 


call Gene and he would be 
right there ready to fix the 
car or do whatever was need¬ 
ed including bringing gas to 
most of us on more than one 
occasion. I have had to call 
him to come rescue me from 
a snake, to turn off leaking 
water, figure out what strange 
noises were, and even bring 
me a Sprite when I was sick. 
He not once has ever made 


me or any of his family feel 
like we are a burden in any 
way. No matter what we call 
for, he is always there ready 
to help. 

I have never heard him raise 
his voice or speak an ill word 
about anyone. He is not only 
a wonderful family man, he 
is very active in our church. 
Each time he is asked to lead 
prayer, it brings tears to my 
eyes. It is so very humbling 
to hear him thanking God for 
all he has. 

He is very involved in 
the “Hillbilly Fly Wheelers” 
which is a group who shares 
their knowledge of antique 
engines at many shows and 
festivals around not only the 
state of Kentucky but several 
others. Gene demonstrates 
how “Woody” can saw cedar 
posts using an antique Delco 
generator. As “Woody” cuts 
off each piece of cedar wood, 
Gene signs and dates each 
piece and there is always a 
line of people waiting to take 
the piece of wood home. 
“Granny” demonstrates how 
to churn butter by also using 
the Delco generator. Gene 
is known around the state 
for the nice man who sets 
up “Woody” and “Granny” at 
county shows. 

Each year on Memorial 
Day weekend, Gene invites 
his family from near and far 
to the family reunion held at 
his home. An average of 175 
family members come from 
all over the United States to 
enjoy the company and the 
meal each year. That alone 
says a lot. Gene has been a 
father figure for so many in 
his family. This is why the 
crowd each year continues to 
grow. Family members come 
to show their love and grati¬ 
tude to the man who they not 
only love but who has taught 
them so much. 

On Gene’s 70th birthday, 
we kids surprised him with a 
party at Camp Burnamwood. 


We had a wonderful turn out 
for the day. That evening our 
immediate family all spent 
the night in one of the cabins 
together. We laughed, played 
games and shared stories. It 
was a very special night and 
so much fun. It is a memory 
that I will cherish for the rest 
of my life. 

This year, ten years later 
Gene celebrated another mile¬ 
stone of turning 80. We once 
again surprised him with a 
party at Camp Burnamwood. 
We couldn’t have asked for a 
better day. The weather was 
perfect with the sun shining 
bright and glistening on the 
lake. It was warm enough for 
the kids to play outside and 
enjoy what will probably be 
the last warm weekend before 
the cold sets in. Family mem¬ 
bers traveled from as far as 
Washington state to Gene’s 
birthday celebration. Family 
also traveled from South 
Carolina, Tennessee and 
Ohio not to mention the 
many friends and family from 
Kentucky. The turnout was 
wonderful. There were over 
120 people there to celebrate 
the birthday of a man whom 
so many love and so many 
look up to as an awesome 
father figure. 

So again, what is a father? 
It doesn’t have to be the man 
who gave you life. It can be 
the man who molded your 
life and did what any good 
father would do and that is to 
love his family through thick 
and thin, show support and 
always be there in time of 
need. 

That’s what makes me so 
lucky. I have had the best 
of both worlds—a wonderful 
birth father, even for a short 
time, and the best father-in- 
law a girl could ask for.

He would put me into that 
1929 Pontiac, no seat belt 
required, and away we would 
go, sometimes as much as 
twenty miles per hour. 

My daddy was an attorney 
and would sometimes take 
me to the court house and put 
me on the front row where he 
could keep an eye on me while 
he was trying a case. Needless 
to say I heard some naugh¬ 
ty words that my little ears 
should not have heard and 
saw some sights that I had 
never seen before. My daddy 
did not smoke or chew but 
he sure knew how to dodge 
when some of the other law¬ 
yers tried to hit the spittoons 
that were situated all over the 
courthouse. You could cut 
the smoke with a knife but 
none of us suffered any long 
term illnesses. There was no 
such thing as an air condi¬ 
tioner; our only relief from 
the heat was when we felt a 
breeze from the open win¬ 
dows. 

On one occasion my daddy 
made the mistake of taking 
me with him to vote. As soon 
as we got there he got his 


paper ballot, and started to 
go to the voting booth until I 
exclaimed rather loudly that 
I wanted a ballot because I 
was planning on voting. My 
dad was a Republican, and 
everyone knew it so when I 
got my {sample} ballot some 
of the men who wanted to 
know for sure how daddy was 
going to vote got my atten¬ 
tion and said, “Now little 
lady, who are you voting 
for?” They were thinking 
that I would surely be vot¬ 
ing like my daddy and tell 
them what they wanted to 
know, but instead I piped 
up rather loudly, “President 
Roosevelt.” Poor daddy, 
he got a lot of razzing that 
day. All of his friends kidded 
him by saying that he was 
raising a “Democrat.” 

As soon as I was old 
enough, I began my life as a 
would-be-lawyer. I was read¬ 
ing the statutes and looking 
up the laws before the word 
paralegal was even thought 
of. I loved the law and spent 
as much time in my daddy’s 
law office as I possibly could. 
I helped my daddy with his 
office work and knew almost 
every person in town who 
was not paying their bills and 
when authorized, sent out let¬ 
ters to either pay up or meet 
us in court. Most of these 
good people wanted to pay 
their debts and made every 
effort to do so. I would have 
loved to have had the oppor¬ 
tunity to go to law school, but 
when I was growing up very 
few girls were encouraged to 
go to college. Marriage and 
a family were the expected 
thing to do. 


Daddy was lucky enough to 
buy up a few pieces of rent¬ 
al property, and my daddy 
always took me with him to 
pick up the rent. I learned 
rather quickly that collecting 
rent was not as easy as some 
would think. I can remember 
some of the excuses to this 
day: baby sick, have to bor¬ 
row it, broke my leg, have it 
tomorrow, “gonna” be a few 
days late, lost my job, some¬ 
body stole my money, etc. 
These were mostly honest 
excuses and the renters were 
good people. Most people 
wanted to pay their rent and 
after working out their prob¬ 
lems they always got it taken 
care of. 

Before I was born, my 
brothers had done all the 
needed chores around the 
house, but being the smart 
young men that they were, 
they saw in me a possibil¬ 
ity that they had never had 
before, so as soon as I was 
old enough they introduced 
me to Remzy, our family cow, 
and showed me exactly how 
to milk her. Before long, I 
was unanimously elected to 
take over. So, before school, 
I always went to the barn 
and milked our cow. It is very 
important that you sit in just 
the right place while milking, 
otherwise you feel the wrath 
of a cow who really did not 
want to have her sack washed 
with cold water or be milked 
that early in the day. If you 
sat in the wrong place one 
time, believe me, you did not 
make that mistake again. Af¬ 
ter finishing that chore, I got 
ready for school, unless it was 
winter, then I went to the 


basement and made a fire in 
the furnace. I did these jobs 
lovingly because I knew that 
my daddy was getting too old 
and momma was busy fixing 
breakfast. She always had 
homemade biscuits, jelly and 
gravy. My mothers biscuits 
practically floated they were 
so light. Mine, however, were 
a different story. If you ever 
had the misfortune of com¬ 
ing in contact with one of 
my biscuits and accidentally 
dropped it, it probably went 
through the floor. My bis¬ 
cuits could have been clas¬ 
sified as lethal weapons. I 
was never the good cook that 
my mother was. If company 
came unexpectedly she would 
run to the chicken house and 
select a fat chicken, wring its 
neck and have it on frying 
within the hour. We did not 
have much, but no one ever 
left hungry. 

We were all products of 
the lingering Depression, and 
when mush started turning up 
every morning for breakfast 
we did not complain, because 
we knew daddy had had a bad 
week at work. Lawyers did 
not get paid a lot of money 
in those days, so he would 
be paid in pigs, chickens and 
once a huge catfish that we 
had to put in the bathtub until 
we could get it cleaned and 
ready to fry. 

No matter how tight our 
money got, my daddy always 
took part of our groceries to 
a neighbor who was cut off 
from the railroad and had no 
way of making any money 
and really needed them worse 
than we did. 

Mother always had a big 
garden, and everyone worked 
in it. It was the difference 
between feast and famine 
in the winter. To me, gar¬ 
den time started as a fun 
day. Daddy always had some¬ 


one come in with his horse 
and plow and break up the 
garden, and then I got to ride 
on the drag that leveled the 
garden before laying off the 
rows for planting. After the 
planting, gardening was not 
much fun, but I did what I 
had to do, not always happily. 
I knew it was my responsibil¬ 
ity, so I hoed and grumbled 
about it, and then I hoed 
some more. Of course you 
have to get all those crops, 
which you have called numer¬ 
ous names as you hoed, out 
of that garden that has some¬ 
how doubled in size. To add 
insult to injury, I now had to 
wash and help prepare those 
vegetables, so that they could 
be canned. I hated stringing 
green beans and to this day 
will not eat them. No one 
made better pickled beets 
than my mother, but they 
had to be washed, boiled and 
peeled, before she added the 
magic spices that made then 
so good. I always got blisters 
on my fingers because I had to 
take the beets out of the scald¬ 
ing hot water and peel them 
as quickly as possible. After 
washing and scalding hun¬ 
dreds of jars we finally got 
all of the vegetables ready for 
canning. In my mind’s eye, 
I can still see the happy look 
on my mother’s face when she 
emptied the canners and saw 
the results of all her labor. I 
can still remember hearing 
the “pop, pop, pop” as the 
jars sealed and thinking to 
myself—thank goodness those 
crazy things finally sealed. 

So long, and I will be 
back with you soon. Always 
remember, God loves you and 
is watching over you every 
day.

Holiday Cheesecakes

Cranberry glaze: 

2 cups fresh cranberries

1/2 cup water 
Red food coloring 
2 Tbsp. corn starch 
For cakes, beat cream 
cheese, sugar, eggs, lemon 
juice and vanilla until light 
and fluffy. Line small muffin 
tins with 24 paper cups.Place 
a vanilla wafer in bottom of 
each. Fill cups 2/3 full with 
cheese mixture. Bake at 375 
degrees for 15 to 20 minutes 
or until set.

Bubble n squeak and 
rumbledethumps might 
sound like some uncom¬ 
fortable side effects to eat¬ 
ing too much turkey din¬ 
ner, but these are actually 
tasty dishes made from 
leftovers. 

Are you a leftover lover 
who cant wait to reinvent 
them into tasty meals? 

Or, are you the person 
who packages everything 
and sends it home with 
your guests? 

I fall into the former cat¬ 
egory and almost prefer a 
warmed- over Thanksgiving 
meal to the original. 

The feast is usually so big 
and varied that its almost 
hard to enjoy it. By the 


time you sample a bite of 
everything, you’re stuffed 
like the big bird that once 
graced your table. 

Our English, Irish and 
Scottish neighbors across 
the pond have some cre¬ 
ative takes on leftovers. But 
maybe we inherited some 
of that savvy, with many of 
our ancestors coming from 
that area. 

You know Appalachian 
cooks are liable to make 
“cakes” and “patties” out of 
about anything. 

We repurpose mashed 
potatoes into “tater cakes,” 
and leftover pinto beans 
into “bean cakes.” We 
make patties out of salmon, 
or jack mackerel, even tuna 
or chicken. At least, I do. 

I think it was on the Food 
Network a few years ago 
that I first heard the term 
“bubble n squeak.” 

Bubble n’ squeak is a 
mixture of leftover mashed 
potatoes, veggies, bits of 
turkey, even leftover stuff¬ 
ing that is browned in a bit 
of butter or oil. 

Some mix the ingredi¬ 
ents and form patties and 
fry them like potato cakes, 
which is the method I tried 


and found very tasty. 

An even simpler meth¬ 
od is to heat a few table¬ 
spoons of butter, fry a 
half a chopped onion or 
so in the butter, add the 
leftovers, stir them around 
until thoroughly heated 
and browned a bit. 

This is not the dish for 
those who don’t like their 
food touching each other 
on the plate. 

The Irish typically 
make bubble n’ squeak 
on Monday with leftovers 
from a Sunday dinner, 
and the English tradition¬ 
ally serve it on the day after 
Christmas on Boxing Day. 

Rumbledethumps is a 
Scottish dish, and is simi¬ 
lar to Irish colcannon and 
bubble n squeak. 

The general idea for 
rumbledethumps is to melt 
butter, saute shredded cab¬ 
bage until soft, add left¬ 
over mashed potatoes and 
turnips and mix. Spread 
the mixture in a casserole 
dish, sprinkle with shred¬ 
ded cheddar and bake for 
about a half an hour at 350 
degrees. 

Have fun experimenting 
with those leftovers!

After crossing the 
Atlantic Ocean through 
stormy weather at the 
worst possible time of the 
year, the MAYFLOWER 
landed at Provincetown 
Harbor on Cape Cod 
on Nov. 11, 1620. That 
was almost five hundred 
miles north of its intend¬ 
ed destination in Virginia. 
Then, on Dec. 21, 1620, 
the Pilgrims, one hundred 


one in number, went from 
the MAYFLOWER by 
way of a small craft to a 
granite boulder, known as 
Plymouth Rock, to begin a 
new life in a new world. 

The first winter at 
Plymouth was extremely 
difficult for the Pilgrims. 
They were in a different 
climate, and the weather 
was bad. Ships did not 
arrive as scheduled with 
supplies. So, food was 
exceedingly scarce, and 
tradition says their ration 
was five grains of parched 
corn a day. By the time 
winter was over, almost 
half of the Pilgrims had 
died; only 54 survived. 

At the end of the 
first harvest, William 
Bradford, Governor of the 
Plymouth Colony, called 


for the Pilgrims to observe 
a day of thanksgiving. 
Responding to that proc¬ 
lamation, the Pilgrims and 
friendly Indians “enter¬ 
tained and feasted” for 
three days. 

But it was more than 
entertaining and feast¬ 
ing. Based upon an old 
Judeo-Christian tradi¬ 
tion that was dear to the 
Pilgrims and one that 
was over three thousand 
years old, harvest was a 
time to remember, even 
in difficult times, that 
many blessings have been 
received, the source of 
those blessings is recog¬ 
nized and a grateful heart 
gives thanks for those 
blessings. That tradition 
was passed onto future 
generations of American 


citizens, and thanksgiving 
became a national holiday 
that is celebrated annually 
with families gathering to 
entertain and feast. 

As Thanksgiving is cel¬ 
ebrated this year, times 
are less than good. On 
the international scene, 
terrorists are active and 
strike with devastating 
results and the entire 
Middle East is in turmoil. 
On the national scene, 
an unstable economy is a 
major concern, and many 
struggle to find work. Yet, 
in difficult times, there are 
many things that make life 
good. On this special day, 
we can remember those 
things, recognize their 
source, and be thankful 
for them.
